THE ISSUE OF ONEROUS PRIVATE COMPANY DEMANDS REGARDING 
OFF-TAKE PRICE FOR PETROLEUM AS A POTENTIAL IRRITANT TO 
US-VENEZUELA RELATIONS. AT YOUR REQUEST I AM UPDATING 
THE STATE OF PLAY. 

3. THE EARLIER PHASE OF NATIONALIZATION NEGOTIATIONS 
FOCUSED ON LEVEL OF LUMP SUM COMPENSATION FOR COMPANY 
ASSETS PLUS TERMS OF ON-GOING CONTRACTUAL RELATIONS. 
CONTINUING OPERATIONS ON FAVORABLE TERMS PROVIDES ADDI-

MORE PALATABLE. THIS PHASE HAS APPARENTLY BEEN CONCLU- 
DED. ALL THE COMPANIES EXCEPT TWO (SPECIAL CASES) HAVE 
ACQUIESCED IN THE AMOUNT OF COMPENSATION AND ARE WORK 
ING OUT THE ADDITIONAL SERVICE FEE PER BARREL. 

4. THE ISSUE NOW, WITH APPARENT DEADLINE YESTERDAY, IS 
THE BASE PRICE FOR PETROLEUM SET BY THE VENEZUELAN 
GOVERNMENT. THE COMPANIES CONTEND THE PRICE IS TOO 
HIGH, BY ANYWHERE FROM 20 CENTS TO ONE DOLLAR, AND THEY 
CONSEQUENTLY CANNOT SELL AS MUCH PETROLEUM AS THE 
VENEZUELANS HAVE IN THE PAST. AND WISH TO CONTINUE TO 
DO. THE GOV ARGUES THE OFFERED PRICE IS FIRM, AND 
CANNOT BE RETRACTED. THE COMPANIES INSIST ON A TRADE- 
OFF BETWEEN PRICE AND VOLUME, AND HAVE INDICATED THEY 
WILL EXPORT NO MORE THAN L.3 MILLION BARRELS/DAY IN THE 
FIRST QUARTER OF L976 COMPARED TO THE CURRENT 

2 MILLION LEVEL. THIS WILL CONSIDERABLY REDUCE THE 
RESOURCES AT THE DISPOSITION OF THE GOVERNMENT. 

5. YESTERDAY, PRESIDENT CARLOS ANDRES PEREZ INVITED 
AMBASSADOR SHLAUDEMAN FOR BREAKFAST. THE PRESIDENT 
INDICATED HE COULD NOT SHAVE THE OFFERED PRICE BECAUSE 
OF POLITICAL PRESSURES, AND HAD PREPARED A SPEECH FOR 
THE JANUARY 1 NATIONALIZATION CEREMONIES RESPONDING TO 
PRESSURE FROM THE TRANSNATIONALS. HE ALSO INDICATED 
BELIEF THAT THIS MIGHT BE A MOVE SUPPORTED BY THE USG 
AGAINST OPEC - A LOGICAL SOURCE FOR SUCH A VIEW BEING 
PEREZ GUERRERO. 

6. THE VENEZUELANS SEEM PREPARED TO ACCEPT PRODUCTION 
REDUCTIONS RATHER THAN CUT PRICES. THEY MAY EVEN SEEK 
TO RALLY SUPPORT AT THE OPEC MEETING TO BE HELD IN A 
FEW DAYS. THE GOV SEEMS TO WANT US TO INTERVENE TO 
PERSUADE THE COMPANIES TO ACCEPT PRESENT TERMS. SUCH 

A POSTURE WOULD IGNORE THE REALITY OF THE MARKET PLACE. 
AMBASSADOR SHLAUDEMAN SUGGESTS WE SHOULD STAY OUT. 
THIS IS A MATTER FOR VENEZUELA AND THE COMPANIES TO 
WORK OUT. THE USG CANNOT USEFULLY DECIDE WHAT IS 
PROFITABLE FOR THE COMPANIES. WE MAY HAVE TO MAKE 
CLEAR TO THE VENEZUELANS THAT WE DO NOT THINK WE CAN 
CONSTRUCTIVELY INTERVENE ON THE MATTER OF PETROLEUM
